Columbia, Special.—Deck ‘ng that
out of idle curiosity he had marked
one of the hundred dollar bills ten-
dered Henry Samuels, in payment of
a Araft September 15, 1906, and that
this bill was returned for deposit by
J. B. Wxlie, along with bills to the
&mount of £1,120, Robert Gage, cash-

ier of the Commercial Bank, of Ches-
ter, witness for the State in the Far-
num ecase, sprung the first sensation
of the alleged graft trials in the Court
of Sessions Tuesday afternoon, Tl
State announced before calling Mr.
Gage to the stand that it would econ-
nect this testimony with the acensed,
This transaction is in line with the
charge in the indictment that the de-
fendant sent Samuels the draft for
$1,125 to be paid to J. B. Wylie, who
was then a member of the State boari
The testimony of My,
Gage was the most important of the

opening day’s happenings in the case

of the State against James 8. Farnum.
which was being tried.

The selection of the jury, contrary
to expectations was quickly accom-
plished. The defendant, James 8S.

Farnun, was in the Court room seated
near his atiorney, just back of Messrs.

Nelson. Cochran and Hammond, who
are conducting for him the active de-
fense. Mr. Farnum appeared to be in
the best of spirits during the progress
of the preliminary work of the trial,
and in the afternoon exhibited mueh
interest when the jurors were being
selected, and later when the first wit-
nesses fur the State were put on the
stand.

Mr. Robert Gage testified again as
to the payment of the draft for $1,123,
and the State sought to trace this
instrumant from the time it was pre-
sented at the Chlester bank to the of-
five of the accused at the Consumers’
Establishment. Wit-
nesses were placed on the stand, who
testificd that they had searched the
files of ti:is company upon which the
draft is alleged to have been drawn.
but that the alleged draft could net
be found up to Wednesday.

The defence used  arguments of
weight and came very near lhaltine
the State upon some of the quostions
involved as to the procedure ml in-
troduction of evidence, This fight was
waged hard and slowly, and was very
technical at  times.  The separaie
points were ruled upon by Judge
Memminger with precision, and owing
to the interposition of numerous ob-
Jjeetions the ease did not proceed very
rapidly during the morning hours.

A number of witnesses were ex-
amined on minor conneeting links in
tne chain of evidence,

Mr. Wylie was made a star witness.
The witness stated in reply to Mr.
Abney that he was forty-one years of
age, and was a member of the State
board of control in 1906, being eiectad
in February and commissioned ia
Mearch. The list of awards made in
the varions meetings of the boar:l
were next introduced, Mr, Wylie stat-
«d that le as a member of the board,
had deaiings with the defendant as to
bids ard awards. Also that the de-
fendant at the time rgprosented the
Anrheuser-Buseh  Browing  Company.
Mr. Wylie named other concerns
whom he said defendant represented.
These included Galluzher & Burtou,
Richland Distilling Company, William
Lanahan & Sons, John F. Backem &
Co., Big Four Distilling Company,
and awards were found in the Mareh
22 minutes for the Anheuser Com-
pany. Other dates were taken, in-
eluding April 12, May 15, June 15,
ete., and the awards were read. The
concerns alleged to have been repres-
ented by the defendant received
awards aceording to the record, and
the amounts were read to the jury by
Mr. Wylie. When this was conclud-
ed, the same tedious process was gone
through as to the bids, after Mr. Ab-
ney had explained to the jury the
status under which the board acted.
The bids were found for the various
times and awards made.

The defendant was in the Court
room during the entire day. He again
manifested mueh interest in every
stage of the procedures. The board
of directors referred to by Mr. Wylie

On Thursday admitting upon the
witness stand that he himself had ae-
eepted various amounts of money to
influence his vote as member of the
State dispensary board of eontrol.

Mr. Wylie's testimony was the sig-
nificant of the trial for the day. This,
however, was 7ot "unexpected, as Mr.
Wylie was known to have appeared
before the grand jury when the dis-
pensary indietments were handed out
about two weeks ago. Mr. Wylie’s
testimony was ip line with the charges
ade in the indicfment. The defence’s
showing was an attempt to impeach
the character of the witness by having
him admit that he received gifts of
money from agents of whiskey houses.
This the defense succeeded in bring-
ing out foreibly.

Henry Samuels was another witness
for the State whose testimony was in
keeping with the charges alleged, and
as to the cashing of the draft alleged
to have bean sent by the defendant to
Mr. Wylie.

The State elosed its case at this
stage,

The defense gave Wylie a severe
eross examination upon which a re-
direct examination brought out start-
ling figures.

The allezed arrangement as set out
by Mr. Wylie was:

That on case goods bought from
Farnum’s firms Wylie was to receive
$1 per case, and upon bulk goods as
follows:

Upon liquor costing $1 47 per gal-
lon, $1.50 per bharrel On $1.50 whis-
key, £2 per harrel. On $1.60 whiskey,
#£3 per barrel. On $1.75 whiskey, $0
pe rbarrel. On $1.85 whiskey, 8 per
Larrel. On $2 whiskey, $13 per barrel
On 5215 whiskey, £15 per barrel. On
5225 whiskey, $17.50 per barrel. On
$2.50 whiskey, $20 per barrel, On $£3
whiskey. $25 per barrel.

These were the rebates that witness
#lated that were agreed upon as to
whiskeys purchased and ordered out.

On beer the alleged rebate wos §1
per barrel, and on champaign $2 per
rase and other wines 50 cents per case.

He
stated that the man who did not join
his vote was not absolutely for con-
viction, but undecided as to certain

The juror who gave this infor-
mation also  stated that the chief
trounds the jury had for aequittal
were because it believed that aectual
bribery had not been proved, holding
that while money had passed it had

WYLIE'S CONFESSION OF GUILT

Admits That He Received $28,000 in
Dispensury Graft.
Colnbia, Special.—Testifving that
he had as nomber of the State dis-
pensary board voted for purchase
from those houses which offered and
paid rebates, Joseph B. Wylie, of
Chester, former membor of the hoard
Thursday made a clean-cut confession
giving not only the details of the
transactions in which le received
commissions from Farnum, but also
the whole schome  of  commissions
which had been agreed on should be
paid on purchase by the hoard.
Mr. Wylie stood a gruelling eross-
examination at the hands of Col. I’
H. Nelson without flinching and with-
out deviating in any way from the
story told in his direet testimony. He
declared ithat before his election to
the board in 1906, Farnum had ap-
proached him and said Wylis could
make a good deal on the side if eleet-
ed, and that Farnum had econtributad
500 to his eampnign expenses,  He
declared that there was later made an

arrangement between Farnum  and
himself by which payments were
made through  drafts  pavable 1o

Henry Samuels, now mayor of Ches-
ter, who cashed the drafts and turned
the proeeeds over to Wylie. He wonld
merely tell Samuels to got the money
for him on an order and he knew that
Samuels would pet it. Samuels him-
self’ represented liquor houses in one
way or anotler.

Mr. Wylic said that in  eleven
months® service on the hoard he had
made over $28,000 in this way., When
he went on the hoard he was worlh
from $15,000 to $20,000, but could not
sayv how much he is worth now, as he
had spent a good deal of the money
made through the dispensary.

As to the motive for his confession,
his attorney, Mr. Iaul Hemphill, of
Chester, had assured him that if he
would tell the trath he would not he
proseeuted, but he had  not been
promised immunity from eivil suit ‘o
recover the money for the State.

the new antircoster ordinance, whiel
stipulates that poultry mnst not be
kept within 50 feet of any dwelling
in the Distriet of Columbia, there is
likely to be a test ease in the courts,
The new ordinance also forbids the
keeping of roosters in the District un-
less the consent of a majority of the
neichbors of the owner of the rooster
is obtained.

Protesting against the treatment
they are receiving at the hands of
the Stale and county afficials of Okla-
homa, 16,000 Oklahoma Indians, eom-
prising the Crecks, Cherokees, Chicka-
saws and Choctaws, have caused a pe-
tition to be sent here secking relief.
The petition was diseussed by the
Indian Protective league in this eity.
It was decided to present the petition
to congress at the next session. The
petition deelares that the county and
State officials are arresting the In-
dians of the four nations and are tak-
inz their stock and movable posses-
sions under the pretext that the In-
dians are violating the State laws.
